To the farmer all thistles are more or less 
alike. There are, however, many kinds of 
different thistles occurring as weeds in Ire- 
land, and because they vary in structure and 
mode of life, different methods of attack mast 
be used against them. ‘The thistles which 
give most trouble, however, fall into two main 
kinds—those which multiply almost entirely 
by seed, and those which are propagated b 
underground stems or roots as well as by seed. 


Varieties of Thistles. 


In the first class come the s 
the marsh thistle and the milk charr 
known as the annual sow thistle), 
two plants are somewhat similar, and are re- 
cognised hy their dense rosettes of leaves 
which in the first season of growth lie close to 
the ground. These types are biennial, and 
in their second season send up long, stout 
stems, hearing flowers and seeds. 

The eradication of the spear, marsh and 
milk thistles is relatively’ easy. The all- 
important matter is to prevent seeding. This 
is satisfactorily ensured by cutting the flower 
stem during late June or early Saly, But it 
18 Important to note that if the second-year 
thistle is cut earlier than the middle of fais 
it will send up another stem capable of pro- 
ducing seed, and so a second cutting will be 
required. There is, of course, no sufficient 
reason for allowing these thistles to w on 
till the second year, for they may be kuilied 
outright in the first year by cutting through 
and severing the roots with a spud. 

Che second crop of thistles—those with long 
fleshy roots, from which new plants are 
continually being budded off—is more difficult 
to deal with. The two most important plants 
of the kind are the creeping thistle and the 
corn sow thistle. Both have very extensive 
underground roots, very small bits of which 
—even when severed from the main stock— 
are capable of developing rootlets and sending 
up fresh plants. The creeping thistle is a 
pest of both arable and grass land, while the 
ors sow thistle is a weed of cultivated land 
0 v, 

To eradicate these weeds the methods 
already described are  absolutel use- 
less, Repeated cuttings at suitable intervals 
is the only way to exterminate the creeping 
variety in grass land. It is important that 
the first cutting should take place not later 
than the first week of June; a second cutting 
should be given in late July, and, if possible, 
another cut about six weeks later. This is. 
of course, a rather expensive procedure; but 
the farmer who decides to tackle thistles 
must do so in the right way or the time and 
labour will be wasted. í 

To cut creeping thistles in July with a view 
to destroying them is even less useful than 
spudding docks without removing the roots. 
By July the thistle has stored enough food in 
its roots to last it the rest of the year. The 
root is weakened somewhat in spring, and 
its food store diminished by the production 
of a stem. If this first stem be cut through 
in June another will be produced, still further 
reducing the vigour of the root. If two more 
cuts are made, the plant is no longer able to 
manufacture, food material, and must even- 
tually die. But it needs three seasons of per- 
severance with this treatment for the creep- 
ing thistle to be completely destroyed and 
cleared from the farm. .

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IRELAND'S TWO DEPARTMENTS OF AGRICULTURE. - 


NATIONAL OBJECTIVES AND 


REGIONAL SOLUTIONS. 


HE publication, within some weeks of 
£% each other, of the Reports of the 

“ Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland” (the 
official title of that body during the period 
reviewed, but since then altered by enact- 
ment) and of the “ Ministry of Agriculture 
for Northern Ireland ” brings under notice 
the work of two of the most valuable bodies 
of officials whose duty it is to help in the 
building up of the material prosperity of this 
island. At whatever other point the in- 
terests of the two States may be supposed 
(by politicians committed to the efatus quo) 
to be separated, in tackling agriculture they 
are working out the same broad policy. To 
say this is not to deny regional differences. 
If live stock and flax are more stressed. by 
the Northern Ministry. dairying and general 
agriculture by the Free State’s Department. 
this is merely a part of the attention devoted 
incidentally to regional requirements, in 
which no two agricultural areas ‘in Treland 
are identical. These are differences, not ol 
policy, but of detail, and almost. any obser- 
vation affecting either department finds inti- 
mate correspondence in the other. 


Both Sides of “ the Border.” 


In their actual surveys of the ground, some 
differences of method do appear, indeed. The 
original “ Department ” has been publishing 
reports for twenty-eight years, and it is not 
surprising that it avoids generalities to con- 
centrate realistically on details. Indeed, 
there is, perhaps, a slight tendency to over- 
look the wood, and to count not only the 
trees, but their boughs. A full score of 
succinctly stated facts occupy the first 
thirty lines in the opening section. 
devoted to the agricultural conditions of 
1929-30, and these are multiplied throughout 
several succeeding pages. Northern Ireland— 
perhaps because of a smaller snhvention and 
a correspondingly briefer report—discusses 
at the outset questions of a more general, and 
thus to the general reader a more immediately 
interesting, kind—the depression in the nn- 
dustry, its offset in the prices of agricul- 
tural requisites, its returns of crogs and cattle, 
with their reductions in crop areas and in- 
creases and decreases of live-stock, as well as 
the price situation. It seems clear that far 
mers on each side of the border have heen 
through much the same vicissitudes, in which 
not only the industrial depression in Great 


Britain, but the uncertainties in the rise and | 
fall of prices everywhere, have had a perplex- | 


ing and unsettling influence upon the markets 
for which all Irish farmers cater. 


Agricultural Education North and 
South. 


The diversity of the work done in the Insh 
Free State forbids any detailed analysis here 
Much of it turns on the educational value of 
the institutions which theDepartment sponsors. 


There are a score of these colleges and schools, | 


which, including with these the rural domestic 
economy schools, held 850 classes during the 
year. The bases of instruction are first laid, 
we assume, in the winter classes, where 
20,722 attendances were recorded for 
lectures, in addition to the 26,708 visits paid 
by instructors to farms, 1.507 demonstration 
plots.

The isolated character 
of the agricultural problem is an equally im- 
portant difficulty. Nevertheless, there is a 
real will to learn on the part of many mem 
hers of the farming community.”? The 
strengthening and development of this will is. 
perhaps, the most important duty committed 
to these highly important groups of officials 
hroughout all Ireland. ! 


Pros. and Cons. of Cattle Breeding. 


With one possible exception, nothing the 
Departments can do will have so far-reaching 
an effect as in this section of their 
work. But there is much else to which the

well spent money of the two Governments has 
to be devoted. There are in particular the 
live stock improvement schemes administered 
in the Irish Free State through the County 
Committees of Agriculture, and the steps 
taken for a similar result in the six counties. 
We have noticed differences on the part of 
expert authorities in both States regarding 
cattle breeding. Does the Irish Free State 
lean too much of late towards encouraging 
milk at the expense of beef or vice versa? 
Does not Northern Ireland insufficiently 
recognise a growing danger in bringing down 
the cattle balance on the beef side of the 
account whilst the milk supply is too low to 
allow of amnle butter production? To. each 
question conflicting answers are given by those 
well qualified to speak. Meanwhile we note 
that interesting investigations are being made 
by the elder Department in the intensive 
management of pastures, in supplemental 
green feeding by the Hohenheim system, in 
dairy bacteriology, to which even more atten- 
tian is. we think. desirable, and seed propoga- 
tion, while a rich field is cultivated: in both 
States through cow testing. 


The Marketing Crux. 


We cannot delve further into these ex- 
haustive reports, but not unnaturally the in- 
dividual tax paving farmer and non-farming 
taxpayer will ask how far these Departments 
are in fact adding to Trelond’s farm wealth. 
Indirectly we believe the gains from their 
efforts to be very considerable. Directly they 
are not easy to assess. The reason, of course, 
will be found when the question of marketing 
is considered. Like the British Ministry of 
Agriculture, these Irish. bodies write of 
marketing as if it merely meant preparing 
produce for the market. 

But to the farmer it means selling produce, 
and at a price at least slightly above his costs 
of production. This, of course, is not the 
function of either Government. ‘There sre 
organisation sccieties to aid the farmer in 
better business at better prices. These 
societies are quite properly subsidised by the 
State. Without them we believe the condition 
of farmers would be far worse than it is. But 
the incidence of world prices still leaves the 
farmers’ an excessively depressed industry. 
Only bv increasing attention to agricultural 
economies. by the organisation societies work- 
ing hand-in-hand with the State Departments, 
do we see any hope of bettering the farmers’ 


position financially. But that is essential if 
they are to be made more progressive, scien- 
tific and practically efficient. 
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MOULTING MATTERS. 


ANY beginners in poultry-keeping 
M seem to labour under the impression 
that the moult is a dreaded disease, 
and look on its coming with apprehension, 
rushing off immediately to consult expert 
advice as to how to treat the birds they 
imagine to be ill. While all interested in 
bird life know quite well that the moult is 
but nature’s method of replacing the feathers 
which have become damaged and soiled, some 
may be inclined to neglect the flocks during 
this important period. Therefore, a few hints 
on the care of fowls which are now in the 
depths of moulting may be welcome. 

It is well to remark in the first place that, 
to a limited extent, birds are continually re- 
placing their feathers; but at the proper 
moulting season, which is between June and 
October, this shedding and replacing process 
reaches peak-point, when, as it were, a general 
renovation of feathers takes place. 

Sometimes. if birds are hatched out of sea- 
son or are poorly fed and managed, they may 
moult a second time in the twelve months; 
this must be guarded against or there will be 
a loss in eggs. 


Duration and Date of Moult. 


The date of moulting is a particularly useful 
guide to the laying properties of ‘individual 
birds, For instance, in a flock of layers 
which have all been hatched at the same 
time, and during the course of their lives 
have always been subject to the same system 
of feeding and management. the earliest 
moulters are invariably the worst iayers, while 
the last moulters are the best birds. This is a 
system by which culling can be successfully 
carried out, bet only when birds are of the 
same breed. 

If you want to discard the “duds,” as 
should be done now before they begin to eat 
the bread of idleness, and if you have not the 
means of trap-nesting, then you are safe in 


culling the early moulters, while taking into , 


account that the older a bird becomes the 
later she tends to moult. But then, of course, 
it is a well-known maxim that no birds over 
two years are worth keeping in the laying 
en. 

Though the best results are obtained when 
the flock are allowed to go into the moult 


naturally, some people like alwavs to get the | 


— 
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birds to moult early. so that they may he. 


quite recovered from the effects and ready to 
lay before the autumn. 


Certainly. for birds , 


that have not yet moulted it would be ad- | 
visable to induce them to-do so by confining | 
them to a warm house and feeding sparin¢ly | 
on grain only, with nomash. After a week or | 
so they will begin to drop their feathers, and | 


should then he put on to full rations at once. 


The usual time for a bird to he out of pro- | 
duction through moulting is from four to eight | 


weeks, but if mismanaged they may take 


much jonger. 
the moult; these, of course, are the excep- 
tions. Strictly speaking, a bird should con- 
tinue laying until a few feathers have 
dropped, and should re-commente to lay 
before the new feathers have finished grow- 
ing, or within two months after stopping. 
Another test for culling is in the duration of 
the moult, for the better a bird the shorter 
is the period ; the older birds will take much 
longer to moult than the young birds. 


Treatment. During Moulting. 


In order to ensure that tHe flocks will get 
over the moult as 1 yews and satisfactorily as 
possible they should be so fed and managed

in the preceding months that they are in a 
first-class physical condition when they begin 
to thed their feathers. During the moult a 
hird requires a considerable amount of food 
to replace her feathers and also to build up 
the reserves which she had expended during 
the previous laying spell. It stands to reason 
that if she had heen well cared during the 
laying period, and is in good condition at the 
end of it, she will not need much time to 
build up wasted reserves; whereas if she is 
insufficiently nourished and in a poor condi- 
tion previous to moulting she will require a 
much longer period to repair the waste 

While the necessity for good feeding is 
obvious, there is no need to change the mash 
or system of feeding during mouiting; the 
same formula as that used for leaving is gener 
ally quite obvious, but it is a distinct advan- 
tage to add cod liver oil to the mash. One 
pint of cod liver oil to 1 cwt. of meals is *uffi- 
cient. It can be mixed by first pouring the 
oil into a basin with as much meals as wil! 
absorb it, working with a wooden spoon until 
it is a thick porridge. This may then le 
rubbed with the hands through the remainder 
of the meals, heinc careful to smooth out all 
lumps. This is better for the all-round health 
of the birds than linseed meals, and is no 
trouble to feed in this way. 

A good grain ration for moulters consiste 
of 3 parts wheat. 2 parts oats, 1 part kibblod 
maize, (Give this grain feed in the evening 
only, and limit the birds to 2 ozs. each yer 
day. A light, wet mash at midday heins 
the growth of feathers; about 4 oz. per bird, 
weighed hefore mixing is sufficient. This is 
in addition to the usual allowance of meals in 
the morning and aftertmwon. 

Green food, of course. is indispensatle. and 
should always be supplied to birds kept -in- 
tensively or semi-intensively; those on fee 
rance will be able to obtain suffici:nt in the 
fields. 

Good food, good housing, cleanliness and 
proper management all the vear ronnd will 
prove the hest means of hrincing the birds 
quickly and safely through the moult, which 
need never preseut worry to poultry-keepers 
thus forearmed.

their milks is well known. This matter 
is commented on in a report from the Insti- 
tute of Dairy Research at Reading, and it is 
mentioned that in the Shorthorn herd kept 
at the Institute Farm the fat content of 
the individual yields showed a range, during 
1929, of from 2.9 to 4.6 per cent. Such a 
range is considered to be fairly representa- 
tive of the breed. 

An important point brought out is that 
there is no necessary relationship between 
quantity of milk yielded and fat percentage. 
Apparentiy, a high vield may be associated 
with any percentage of fat, and the same may 
be said of a low vield. One Shorthorn at 
Reading vielded 11,618 lb. of milk in a lac- 
tation. with a fat percentage of only 2.99. 
Another gave a yield of 10,660 lb., with 4.5 
per cent. fat. Yet again two other Shorthorns 
in the herd had lactation vields, respectively. 
of 5.975 lb., with 3.5 per cent. fat and 5,151 
lb., with 4.6 per cent. of fat. 


Need for Cow- Testing. 


These figures point to the need of finding 
out the cows which combine good milk-yields 
with high fat percentages, so that their 
progeny may be retained in preference to the 
progeny of less productive cows.’ For this 
to be done it would seem necessary that fat 
tests of the milk of all the cows should 
le made as frequently as possible. Fre- 
auent testing, however, means a considerable 
amount of work—even if we assume that the 
farmer has a Gerber or Babcock tester, and 
will spare the time to use it, Consequently 
it is good news that a short cut which gives To 
quile satisfactory results hag been devised 
at Reading. For practical purposes it has 
been found sufficient to test the milk of a 
cow for fat on three successive days in each 
month. In trials conducted with ten cows 
throughout two lactation periods, the average 
results for fat content oltained by the three- 
day-monthly method of testing were found to In 
differ only by the trifling amount of 0.07 per 
cent. from those given by daily testing. A 
labour-saving device 1s sure to recommend 
itself and this new method of getting the 
figure of lactation fat-yield should be widely 
adopted by testing societies and individual 
dairy farmers.

Cork 250 Years Ago. 


_A correspondent sends me the following 
interesting extract, which gives a picture 
of the City of Cork as it existed 250 vears 
ago. It is taken from a tract in the 
British Museum, entitled ‘‘ An Aecount of 
the Nature, Situation, Natural Strength, 
and the Ancient and Modern Fortifications 
of the Several Cities and Garrison Towns 
in Ireland (London, 1690).’’ The author 
is described as ‘‘an Irish officer who 
served in the Army under the late Duke of 
Ormond,” Of Cork he says: ‘‘ The Haven 
of this City stands ten miles to the East- 
ward of Kinsale. The City is but small, 
consisting chiefly of only one large street, 
reaching out in length, but very populous. 
It is the only thoroughfare of all English 
goods and Commodities (as thev term 
them)—namely, Rich Broad  Cloaths, 
Stuffs and Linnens, Fruits, Spices, ete., 
sent most commonly this way out of 
England for those two remarkable Tort 
Townes of Limmerick and Galoway. It is 
fortified with a very good Wall, and 
curious Stone Bridge on which are several 
Works, and, being environed with Water, 
were it not for the hills near it, the place 
might be made’ impregnable.”’ 


New Boxing Code. 


Patrons of “the noble art ” are dis- 
cussing France’s action in throwing over 
the rules and regulations which have 
governed the sport in most countries of 
the world since the Marquess of Queens- 
berry’s day. Under the new rules the 
referee will be simply the director of the 
fight. acting under the jurisdiction of a 
board of three judges.

Is it possible that, if we had learnt from 
them, there might have been no national 
emergency? I do not know how many years 
ago the French started saving, living within 
their means. l’erhaps, it was a natural reaction 
from the extravagance of pre-Revolution days. 
In a country where no one ever wastes any- 
thing, one does not think of wasting. More 
important, it is a country where one is not 
ashamed of living within one’s means. After 
all, perhaps, one cannot play any game satis- 
facterily alone. 

If we rally to the call as though it were 
i914 again, will it mean that we shall cease 
to be ashamed? We are so good at emer- 
gencies in England when we break down the 
barrier of our embarrassment. our self-con- 
sciousness. Witness the general strike, when 
we were all friends for a week, and strangers 
again the moment the strike ended. We of 
thig generation have learned a good deal. 
We are not ashamed to talk of our poverty, 
lt we are still faintly ashamed of showing 
it—only because it is still looked upon as a 
cause for shame in this country.

RELAND is taking whole-heartedly to the 
| ‘‘ talkies,’’ and recently another cinema 

showing talking pictures has been added 
to the already large list, throwing musicians 
“off the boards ’’ and on to the “dole.” It 
is one of Belfast 's largest theatres, where for 
many years variety shows were the order of 
the day. 

The hall is an ideal building, and it requi 
but little alteration to suit it for its new busi- 
ness —the only changes being the erection of 
a screen and the installation on the stage of 
instruments which will replace the old 
comedian, the toe-dancer and the various 
other “ turns ” which in the good old days 
hefore the advent of ‘‘ tinned music’’ appeared 


there. | 
I was in Belfast on the night when the 


final variety show was staged in that theatre 
prior to its closing down tor alterations. It 
was a benefit night for the former staff of 
the company, and Belfast people supported 


the venture well and truly. It would seem 
as though they realised that a great sacrifice 
was being made by those about to Jose their 
jobs because of the changed tastes of the 
—should I say selfish—public, and the craze 
for the new means of enjoyment. 

I am not really a “ talkie fan ’’—in fact, | 
dislike them very much, and therefore | will 
leave their merits or demerits out of this 
article. and deal only with the happenings ot 
the final night of the theatre as a place oi

Being a privileged, rather than a paying, 
guest at the final show, I was permitted to 
go behind the scenes, and wander around 
the wings and through the dressing rooms. 
All around there was a feeling of depression 
in spite of the fact that on the stage a 
ott " of really funny comedians were send- 
ing the audience into ‘‘kinks of laughter.” 

3 the ladies’ dressing rooms I could see 
the dressers going about their work, though 
looking rather gloomy, still maintaining their 
graceful and dignified manner. They were 
all under the supervision of a rather elderly 
woman, whose white hair gave her an ap- 
pearance which commanded respect by all. 

ON VERGE OF TEARS. 

She was the head dresser, end had held 
that position for many years. At times she 
has dressed and prepared some of the finest 
of stage talent for their appearance before 
the footlights, and it is little wonder that 
as she went about her task on that final 
night, recalling in her own mind those grand 
old days. she should be on the verge of tears. 

At last came the interval in the pro- 


gramme. The big and small drums of the 
orchestra announced that silence was re- 
quired from the audience for some moments, 
and then one of the directors of the firm 
took up a position on the stage. Powerful 
lights from each of the wings*blazed on him, 
and he announced to all—-though the infor- 
mation had been common property for some 
time past—that after that performance the 
theatre was to close down for repairs, etc., 
and that when it re-opened it would be no

The audience received the news with rather 
mixed feelings. but the director continued. 
Before, he said, the theatre closed down he 
had been asked by his fellow directors to 
make # few little presentations—to the 
manager and others—and to express their 
thanks to the staff. which had served them 
so faithfully. He added that, so far. as 
possible, the old staff would be retained for 
the new venture, a remark which was re 
ceived with applause 

All this time I sat watching my friend 
the ‘‘head’’ dresser, who had taken a seat 
near the wings, but out of the view of all 
others. The moment proved too much for 
her, and when the joy of the show had re- 
sumed and laughter in the body of the hall 
was long and loud she continued to weep 
silently. As yet I have not discovered 
definitely whether it was with sorrow that she 
wept or with the joy of hearing the announce- 
ment of the retention of some of the staff, 
for she was seemingly too kind-hearted to be 
thinking of just the material end of the 
business. I am still convinced that it was all 
those wonderful memories of the past that 
caused her tears. 

So the curtain rang down on variety, and 
another theatre had gone ‘“‘ talkie.’

A QUAKER DIARIST.

N Boswell’s “Life of Johnson ” mention 
| is made of a curious work published in 
1776, and called ‘‘ A Spiritual Diary and 
Soliloquies by John Rutty, M.D., late of 
Dublin,” This book on its publication had 
been described and ridiculed by the ‘* Critical 
Review’: and when Boswell showed Johnson 
this criticism, the latter “ laughed heartily at 
the good Quietist’s self-condemning minutes, 
particularly at his mentioning, with such 
serious regret, occasional mstances of 
‘swinishness in eating and doggedness otf 
temper.’ ”’ 

This Rutty, a member of the Society of 
Friends, was born in Wiltshire on Christmas 
Day, 1697. Having graduated M.D. at Ley- 
den. he settled in Dublin in 1724, and pra: 
tised there for fifty vears. He died on Api 
26th, 1775. and was buried in the Friends 
burying ground in Stephen's Green, where 
the College of Surgeons now stands <A man 
endowed with much ability and possessed of 
an eager thirst for knowledge, Dr. Rutty has 
several books to his credit. His ‘History 
of the Quakers in Ireland’ appeared in 1751. 
This was tollowed by a work called “A 
Methodical Survey of Mineral Waters,’” criti- 
cised by the famous Charles Lucas: ‘‘ A whole: 
some discipline tho’ severe,” Rutty notes 
in the diary; and again: “Met with 
rival in fame on the subject of the 
waters : whereof [ have since seen the 
benefit. Dogyedness sticks.” He published 
“The Weather and Seasons in Dublin” in 
1770, and “ A Natural History of the County 
Dublin” in 1772. In his Diarv under the 
date, February 1st, 1759 Rutty notes: “ At 
one in the morning rose, and sat up two 
hours, working on the ‘ Natura) Historv of 
Dublin,” The time expended on scientific 
work caused him some doubts, and he again 
records : ‘‘ Led a long dance on birds, fishes 
and fossils and in compotations for informa- 
tion, and was greatly hurt in spirituals by 
this means.” His last book and magnum 
opus—a Latin treatise on drugs—was printed 
at Rotterdam in 1775. 

AN EXEMPLARY CITIZEN. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
Rutty’s will the Diary was printed without 
alteration or suppression from his original 
MSS. The introduction, written bv the 
anonymous editor, contains a testimonial. 
which was signed by some fifty of the late 
doctor’s Dublin friends. They testify that 
he was held in high esteem as a skilful and 
successful physician, and was much beloved 
as “‘an exemplary member. both of civil and 
religious society."” Dr. Rutty’s Diary ex- 
tends from 1753 to 1774, and is thus a 
chronicle of the last twenty years of his life. 
The entries in the Diary. which runs to 700 
octavo pages, vary in length, and are almost 
of daily occurrence. Four months after the 
last entry was made the doctor died at an 
advanced age.

Rutty chronicles his own foibles he does so 
with a set purpose, and not with the charming 
unconsciousness of Samuel Pepys. The doctor 
led a solitary, laborious life, occupied with 
his patients, his medical writings, and his 
duties among his Quaker brethren—a life 
without domestic bickerings or jealousies : 
for there is no Mrs. Rutty to fill a place 
in the book to correspond to that occupied 
by Mrs. Pepys in her husband’s journal. 

“ THE PLAGUE OF LOCUSTS."’ 

lt would appear as if he never read a 
newspaper; certainly he never gossiped idly 
about the way the world was wagging. (nce, 
quite casually, he ventures to compare “' the 
incursions of the French’’ with “a plague 
of locusts.” At another time he condemns 
certain elders of the Quaker congregation 
(‘‘ elders would-be,’’ he calls them), who are 
so illogical as to illuminate their houses in 
honour of national victories by land and sea. 

The few references to Dublin may he 
quoted :— ; 

September 7, 1758—" What news? ’ 
said the men of Athens; and '' What 
news’ ” say the men of Dublin, but the 
objects chiefly temporal. 

December 15, 1763--Our citizens are 
light and frothy, choosing rather to go to 
a wire-dancer than to a grave, serious 
entertainment. 

October 10, 1769—A_ dismal town 
(Dublin). The sons of Belial wax worse 
and worse; our thieves are armed with 
knives. and our lamps are destroyed 
through wantonness 

A perusal of the diary shows that John 
Rutty was thoroughly in earnest—a painstak- 
ing, strict, devout man. He kept a precise 
list of his peccadilloes, real and imaginary. 
He was sincere in his self-condemnation and 
eager for the welfare of the world around him. 
A good man, doubtless, and beloved by his 
friends: hut his outlook was sadlv narrow, 
and he cannot claim from us other than a 
mixed and qualified kind of estimation.

T a meeting of the Cork Hailbour Com- 
A missioners to-day a report was received 
from the engineer in regard to the 
)irogress of the Tivoli scheme, which was 
inspected last week by a special committee. 

He stated that already ten acres had heen 
filled with mud to the level of the topping, 
and that at the present rate another sixteen 
acres weuld he ready in the next twelvs 
months. Part of the land was now ready 
for wharf constructio., and he suggested the 
building of one as a timber deposit ground. 
If railway sidings were provided, he under- 
stood, timber importers would be ready to 
use it. 

In the course of a discussion on the 
engineer's report Mr, O'Sullivan said that it 
was high time the board finished part of the 
scheme. Over £30,000 had been expended on 
it already, and if part of the land could be 
let it would be some return for their expendi- 
ture. Other ports in Ireland had no hesita- 
tion in spending money on port development, 
but he thought that the Cork Harbour Board 
were too timorous. He proposed the raising 
of about £15,000, with the object of getting 
ten or fifteen acres ready for letting within 
the next twelve months. 

After further discussion it was decided to 
postpone a decision on the matter for some 
weeks until the balance sheet was available. 

The Chairman (Mr. Richard Wallace) re- 
ferred to the amount of adverse criticism 
which the Tivoli scheme had endured at the 
hands of the public, and the aspersions that 
had been cast on the working of the Harbour 
Board, He thought it high time that these 
criticisms should be met. The board, since 
its inception in 1820, had done a tremendous 
amount of work for the development of the 
port, and this had never been properly recog- 
nised. He gave a summary of the work that 
had been done, such as the dredging of the 
harbour and provision of facilities at the 
uays for large ships. As regarded the 

ivoli scheme, he said, progress was being 
steadily made. There was no need for imme- 
diate haste, as there already was ample 
ei ; facilities in Cork for existing ship- 
pin he capital cost had been great, but 
it should be borne in mind that the money

JEWISH POSITION. 


The Chairman read a letter which the Secre- 
tary had received from the Rev. Dr. Hertzog, 
Chief Rabbi, in the course of which he pointed 
out that in the case of the Jewish pre’ the 
danger of a change in the Calendar is not 
only religious, ut also economic. From the 
standpoint of Judaism no power on earth 
could alter the Sabbath for them. ‘‘ Should 
Christendom allow its Lord’s Day to become 
a shifting day, for us our Sabbath will remain 
the same, periodically recurring day as it has 
ever been in Israel, whether for other people 
that will happen to be Friday, Thursday, 
Wednesday, etc. But the terribly distressing 
fact is that the projected change in the 
world’s Calendar would present insuperable 
difficulties in the way of the Jew keeping 
his religion. and at the same time earning 
a living. The observant Jew would be ruined 
economically by the constant change in his 
most sacred day of rest. And if his 
material circumstances made it impossible 
for him to observe his Sabbath on what all 
Israel immovably and unalterably believe 
to be the true divinely appointed day, the 
loss of the Sabbath would jeopardise the 
continuance of the Jewish religion. 


TWO DISTINCT REFORMS. 


The Chairman, dealing with the report of 
the Preparatory Committee, said that there 
were some features of that report which re- 
quired emphasis. The report clearly sets 
forth that there are two independent re- 
forms :—1, the general reforms, in particular 
the perpetual calendar; and, 2, the fixing of 
Unless the two reforms are dis- 
cussed separately there is confusion of 
thought.

NEW HOUSES FOR 
GHE CLADDAGH. 


By A SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 
T was one of Mr. H. G. Wells’s characters 
| who so succinctly summed up the history 
of the universe in the powerful observa- 
tion that ‘‘ this ere progress keeps going on!”’ 
Masquerading under the title ot ‘‘ The Clad- 
dagh Improvement Scheme, progress is now 
going on so rapidly in the West of Ireland 
that it threatens to overrun a notable link 
with bygone centuries, and visitors a couple 
of years hence who make the mistake of 
coming with out-of-date guide books may find 
themselves bewildered by what they see. 

Around the 235 cabins, with their white. 
washed walls and roofs of thatch, which con. 
stitute the Claddagh, long terraces of concrete 
bungalows, far less picturesque, but more 
sanitary, as is the tendency when progress 
begins to operate in housing matters, are 
springing up. A contract for the erection of 
fifty-two new houses, entailing an expenditure 
(including compensation payments) of £21,000, 
was first placed by the Galway Urban Coun- 
cil, and this was followed by a second contract 
for forty-two houses, of which the “all-in” 
cost has not vet been assessed. By next 
spring, it is expected, all of the ninety-three 
new dwellings, together with roads, will have 
been completed, and families wi'l have been 
transferred, lock, stock and barrel, from 
Claddagh cabins into a more modern environ- 
ment. 

Last week bright red placards made their 
appearance on the walls of dozens of the 
huts, bearing the curt announcement that 
the Urban Council “ propose taking over this 
eee for the purposes of the 
Scheme.”’ 


CONSTERNATION. 


There is consternation in the Claddagh! 

The prevailing atmosphere of the Claddagh 
is mild and peaceful, not conducive to the 
organisation of mass meetings and the passing 
of resolutions of protest, but when I paid a 
visit I found that tongues were wagging 
Fusily over the half-doors over this menace 
to their owner’s ancestral homes “We 
don’t like it at all,’’ was the answer to my 
questions, “bat if they say we have to go, 
there's nothing we can do about it.” 

Attachment to old homes and a prejudice 
against change may have some bearing on 
this, but I discovered that a much more im- 
portant aspect was that of rent. Most of the 
Claddagh dwellers at present own their 
cottages, and have nothing to pay except a 
small ground rent, ranging from ten shillings 
to thirty shillings a year. 

This question of finance is one that may, 
in fact, prevent the completion of the scheme. 
Ireing sympathetic towards the _ tenants 
members of the Council are agreed that when 
the two instalments which are now being 
carried out are completed, the remainder of 
the scheme will be postponed until a further 
grant is obtained from the Government or until 
the cost of building falls. A grant of £5,000 
has already been made by the Government, 
who are lending the remainder of the money 
required at five and three-quarters per cent. 
interest. 


HIGH INTEREST. 


“We do not consider they have been as 
generous as they might have been,” said 
Mr. J. G. Browne, the Assistant Town Clerk. 
with whom I discussed the problem. ‘‘ For 
one thing, the interest on the loan is very 
high. 

““On these terms it is impossible for us to 
let the new houses at rents lower than 8s. 6d. 
a week for the four-roomed buildings 
7s. 6d. for the three-roomed ones. That is 
too much for an ordinary fisherman to pav. 


' He cannot afford more than about 4s. a week. 


“Yet, this is a most essential scheme. 
There are now on an average six neople to 
each housa of two small rooms, and in some 
cases there are ten. 

“The houses have no sanitary arrangements 
whatever, and doctors have visited the place 
specially to find out why there are not more 
enidemics. It can only be attributed to the 
fact that the neonle spend very little of their 
time inside their houses.” —

| NDIGESTION is probably the most common 


of all diseases to which the flesh is heir. 
Not only is it most distressing to the 
eg fay comfort and well-being of the 
sufferer, but it also. tends to have an adverse

apt to become permanent and the man a con-

The indigestion of youth is nearly always 
acute and of short duration, and brought 
about by ‘the use of indigestible f . The 
effects in these cases are generally so mani- 
fest, the patient is so obviously ill, that 
effective measures for cure are at once taken, 
while the punishment against dietary errors 
has been so drastic that it serves as a de- 
terrent to future indiscretions. 


EARLY SYMPTOMS OVERLOOKED. 

_ In the case of chronic indigestion, the case 
is quite different. The disease comes on so 
insidiously that its approach is barely noticed. 
Ihe loosening of the lower waistcoat buttons 
after an ordinary meal may be one of the 
earliest signs. In a few minutes the slight 
distension may pass, but if it is accepted 
as a sign of some error of digestion it should 
not be lightly disregarded. Healthy youth 
does not require reduced pressure upon his 
waist. Paterfamilias would not hesitate to 
express astonishment should he notice 
“Sonny ” copying his example, and yet he 
probably considers that it is a perfectly 
natural habit in his own case. Either indi- 
gestion or overeating is the cause, and a cure 
of the one or prevention of the other should 
be commenced at once. 

This early symptom, however, will probably 

have passed unnoticed, and it is not until 
more unpleasant ones appear that any atten- 
tion is attracted to the real condition of 
affairs. 
_The change of symptoms of early indiges- 
tion 1s a long and varying one. Perhaps no 
two people exhibit the same symptoms, and, 
indeed, this is not to be wondered at; for 
the digestive system embraces many organs, 
many different glands with different secre- 
tions, many physiological processes, some or 
all of which may be effected. 

hus, beginning with the mouth—the state 
of the teeth, their soundness, biting and 
crushing power, are of primary importance, 
but even where good teeth are present 
sufficient use may not be made of them, the 
‘ood being swallowed too quickly, without 
being sufhciently ground up to allow the 
various digestive juices free power to act 
upon it. 

THE PROCESS OF DIGESTION. 
“Secretions coming from three pairs of 
clands find their way by special openings 
into the mouth. The saliva, the most im- 
portant of these, has a very special action 
upon a certain class of foodstuffs, altering it 
and rendering it soluble and thus capable of 
entering the blood stream. . If food is too 
rapidly eaten the saliva has too little time to 
exert its digestive action. The whole process 
of digestion might well be considered here, 
for only by a knowledge of physiology can 
one thoroughly appreciate th. importance of 
allowing fair play to the digestive organs; 
but it may be sufficient to say that in the 
stomach the food is constantly churned and 
exposed to the action of further glands and 
juices. In the walls of the intestines are 
further glands, and into the intestines are 
poured the bile which comes from the liver, 
the largest gland in the body, and the 
pancreatic juice from the sweetbread, both 
of which have special actions upon different 
classes of foods. < 

Many other factors play their part in 
digestion, and disturbance of any of these 
can only have one _ result—indigestion of 
greater or lesser intensity, and the longer 
continued the disturbance the more chronic 
the disorder. | 

In health we should be totally unaware of 
the process of digestion, but where this is 
disturbed it becomes only too apparent, mani- 
festing itself by symptoms varying from a 
mere feeling of weight and discomfort to 
severe pain. Food may be followed by the 
sense of over-eating, or, on the other hand, 
it may give rise to the craving for further 
food. Heartburn is often present. Flatulence 
is common, and occasional sickness is met 
with. The tongue varies from the normal in 
colour, size and general appearance. It is 
frequently dirty in the morning. The breath 
is sometimes very offensive, and, as a rule, 
the complexion loses its look of health and 
becomes sallow and muddy. Headache, pains 
in the back and in the right shoulder, palpi- 
tation, irregular action of the heart, cough, 
and various other sympathetic symptoms, 
especially of a nervous type, may or may not 
be present , 

The chronic dyspeptic is liable to pay too 
much attention to these sympathetic 
symptoms and to ascribe them to more 
serious types of disease, with the result that 
he frequently becomes hypochondriacal and 
neurasthenic. Sleep is usually disturbed, and 
while some are always drowsy, others suffer 
from sleeplessness. It is rare for the 
dyspectic to enjoy a quiet and refreshing 
sleep. 

The cure for this unhappy state of things 
is dependent practically upon the cause. 
This ascertained and removed, nature will in 
tue great majority of cases reassert itself. 
Of.all causes in the adult perhaps the teeth 
are most frequently at fault. Good digestion 
demands good teeth. Without good teeth 
the food can never be properly masticated, 
amd with bad mastication indigestion surely 
follows. For this reason every care and 
attention should be given to the teeth. 
Regular cleaning with a fairly hard brush 
and a good tooth-powder night and morning 
must be the rule, and it is not too much 
to say that a regular half-yearly visit 
to the dentist should be cdmpulsory.

For generations the Connemara cabins 
have been sending a constant stream of young 
men and women across the Atlantic; in many 
cases only one son remained at home with 
his parents while the rest of the family 
went away. 
been saved from want by regular remittances 
from emigrant children who have ‘ made 
good. But now all that is changed. 

Uwing to the restrictions on immigration to 
America, young people who have reached the 
énugration age are now compelled to stay at 
home. Unemployment is driving back their 
elder brothers and sisters, who went awav 
years ago; while others, who have not 
returned, have stopped their remittances. 
Connemara, which always yielded but a bare 
living to its peasantry, has now more mouths 
to feed and less capital. 

Tattooists do not exist in the wilds of 
Connemara, and, therefore, when | saw a 
turf-cutter with his arms thus embellished. | 
stopped to ask his history. He told me that 
he emigrated to the United States thirteen 
years ago, worked as a porter in New York, 
went to Cleveland as a bricklayer’s labourer, 
became a seaman on an oil-tanker plying 
across tle Great Lakes, ' bummed” his way 
back to New York when the winter ice 
closed the lakes, spent a few months shiver- 
ing in the long bread lines of New York, and 
then, with the help of charity, got back to 
Connemara this year. 

‘* lf it were possible,” he said; “ 1 would 
like to stay here. Every Connemara man who 
goes over there would like to come back. 
Some of them, when they have saved money, 
do come home and farm a bit of land. It is 
lonely in the big cities, but here 
always somebody to go and see at night. 
“ But there is not enough here to keep 
several of a family. ‘here is alreadv mv 
brother, and there are two sisters, who should 
be away now, but are unable to go. And 
it’s no use looking for work in the rest of 
Ireland, 

'' }ou would be surprised at the number of 
men around here who are back from the 
States. Some came back willingly, and are 
comfortable enough, but a lot are in the same 
position as myself. 

‘We get together, of course, and talk 
things over,” he added, ' and none of us 
can see why this place should not be made 
good enough to hold us all. Some of them. 
who have been out to the Far West, can 
tell how wild parts have been developed 
there. If the Government started with a big 
drainage scheme, that might be followed by 
agriculture and stock raising, building work, 
and then a few factories.

China and Japan. 

The ill-starred Government of China has 
been faced with many problems, and a new 
complication has arisen which must involve, 
if not open war, at ‘cast the most delicate 
tact. More than two months ago a young 
Japanese staff officer, Captain Nakamura, 
was murdered in Manchuria. Japan de- 
clared that Manchurian soldiers were 
responsible for the outrage, and demanded 
an apology, an indemnity and the punish- 
ment of the murderers. China made an 
inadequate reply; she professes inability 
to fix the blame, and has added insult 
to injury by her delay in the reply 
to the Japanese demands. The whole 
incident would do irreparable damage 
to Chinese credit even if it were the 
first of its kind; but, unfortunately, 
China has sinned in this respect more 
than once. Not long ago a British 
subject disappeared in somewhat similar 
circumstances, and the central Govern- 
ment refused, or failed, to make a 
satisfactory investigation. The earlier out- 
rage has cast a slur upon Chiang Kai- 
shek. and the second has embroiled Chang 
Hseuh-liang, the Governor of Manchuria ; 
but Chang is officially subordinate to the 
Nanking Government, and the charge of 
slackness in respect of both incidents 
must rest eventually upon Chiang Kai- 
shek. They constitute a further indica- 
tion of his Government s incapacity to 
keep order throughout dominions. 
That incapacity already had been proved 
to the hilt by the unpunished outrages of 
brigands and Communists. 

Japan has taken the incident bitterly 
to heart, and her incensed 
bevond measure. During this week a 
number of army dropped 
leaflets, calling upon the Japanese to

Manchuria for some time has been a bone 
of contention between the two States; for 
Japan fears that her interests and invest- 
ments there will be menaced by the rapid 
immigration of Chinese settlers. The 
recent riots in Korea, too, which were 
directed against Chinese residents, have 
intensified Chinese feeling against Japan ; 
and propaganda on either side proceeds 
Another difficulty, which 
several Powers, in 


unrestrained. 
has an interest for 
addition to Japan, is the Chinese atti- 
tude towards extra-territoriality. Nanking 
is unwilling that foreign citizens, whose 
rights in certain areas are secured by 
treaty, shall continue to receive the pro- 
tection of their own laws. It prefers that 
all China, citizens and foreigners alike, 
shall subject themselves to the judgment 
of Chinese eourts. Yet this is a country 
where murder is allowed to pass without 
punishment. Can we wonder that Japan 
is concerned about her rights? 

From all quarters, therefore, trouble 
closes upon the Nanking Government. 
While Japan threatens it from outside, 
domestic chaos undermines its strength 
day by day. The Communist forces con- 
tinue to snap their fingers at Chiang 
Kai-shek, and to spread disorder over, at 
least, two whole provinces. Hitherto the 
President has not dared to assert his 
authority over the Canton rebels, who 
have established among themselves the 
forms of government, and draw fresh 
power as rapidly as Chiang loses it in 
his campaigns against the Communists. 
Even nature has taken a hand. The awful 
floods which have desolated the Yang-tse- 
kiang region cannot fail to have reper- 
cussions on the national feeling towards 
those in authority; for discontent with 
the prevailing order is a lamentable, but 
invariable, corollary of flood and famine. 
Sooner or later Chiang Kai-shek, if he 
proposes to remain President of the 
Chinese Republic, will be compelled to 
take arms against his sea of troubles. 
The Cantonese rebels assuredly will strike 
as soon as they consider their fortunes to 
be at a height, and it is by no means im- 
possible that they will prevail. What, 
however, will be the effect upon disunited 
China if Japan decides that Chinese pro- 
vocation has gone too far, and resorts to 
arms? Will Communist and Cantonese 
rally to Nanking, united by the foreign 
enemy at their doors, or will they have 
forgotten the joint inheritance of three 
thousand years of national life?

It comes in good time; for the position 
must be faced if there is to be any future 
for Britain as builder of ships and marine 
carrier of the world’s goods. What are 
the facts? Before the War about fifty 
per cent, of the ships in the seven seas 
were the product of British yards, and in 
all maritime countries the superiority of 
these vessels, both in engineering and 
craftsmanship, was regarded an 
elementary truth. The tradition remains, 
but the figure is now only thirty per cent. 
Remarkable advances have been made in 
the technique of the trade abroad ; a growth 
of national feeling in certain countries 
has inculcated the spirit of rivalry; and, 
perhaps, the spectacular achievements of 
one or two foreign-built steamers ‘have in- 
fluenced shipping owners when they placed 
their orders for new tonnage. All these 
things may be granted, but the fact 
remains that British yards have failed to 
realise the significance of this new trend 
in the industry. To maintain the 
standard of past triumphs is not enough ; 


as 


a continued superiority over foreign com- 


petitors is the only road to the recapture 
of the market. If we judge the position 


year show that Britain has fallen far 
behind in the race for supremacy; for 
the number of ships at present on the 
stocks is lower by fifty per cent., at least, 
than the number in an average year. We 
see little hope of an immediate improve- 
ment in this respect, since the suggestion 
to ‘‘rationalise’’ the shipbuilding in- 
dustry—in effect, to decrease the number 
of shipbuilding yards—is still fresh in 
memory. If, again, we judge by the quali- 
ties of the new ships, we are driven back 
to the terms of Mr. Rebbeck’s address. 
Shipowners and builders, he points out, 
have no lack of opportunities at the 
present time to mature their plans for the 
future. The economic depression will not 
last for ever, and, when it lifts, ship- 
owners all over the world will be in the 
market to buy tonnage. Mary ships, it is 
true, have been laid up to tug idly at their 
anchors in the hope of better times, but 
when the revival comes they will be 
obsolete. Meérceantile trade will demand 
modern ships, propelled by modern 
machinery and driven by modern fuel. 
If Britain cannot meet this demand, her 
foreign rivals will not be slow to seize 
their opportunity. As recent develop- 
ments indicate, the country that first per- 
fects the motor-ship will be in a position 
to command the market of the future; for 
the advantages of ihese craft are manifest 
in countries which do not possess large 
coal deposits. The appearance of the 
Reina del Pacifico, the great motor vessel 
built and engined on the Lagan, has come 
within the past few weeks to remind ship- 
owners of the possibilities of these ships. 


Neglected Fish. 


Last week Mr. L. Mitchell-Henry caught 
a tunny, of 560 pounds, in the North Sea. 
This great fish is a sort of monster 
mackerel—specimens of nine feet in length 
and 1,000 pounds’ weight have been 
captured—-and it abounds in the Mediter- 
ranean and in North American waters. Its 
flesh tastes like veal, and, fresh, salted or 
canned, finds a ready market in France, 
Italy, Canada and the United States. 
Englishmen, however, are (save Irishmen) 
the most conservative of fish-eaters; the 
taste of tunny is virtually unknown to 
them. Mr. Mitchell-Henry, anxious to 
remove this ignorance, presented his tunny 
to a fishmonger at Harrogate, who cut it 
up and offered it for sale. The experiment 
was a notable success. Within six hours 
4001b. of tunny were sold across the 
counter at eightpence a pound ; and since 
then Harrogate, like Oliver Twist, has 
asked for more. Writing in The Times. 
Mr. Mitchell-Henry puts a natural 
question. Since there are plenty of tunny 
in the North Sea, why should not British 
drifters and trawlers reap a lucrative 
harvest from them? Why should not the 
North Sea tunny become the foundation of 
a profitable canning industry? Inquiries 
in the London fish market indicate two 
obstacles. One—which a substantial de- 
mand would overcome—is the cost of the 
special gear for tunny-catching. The 
other, and more serious, obstacle is the 
Londoner’s dietetic caution. Unfortunately, 
English London does not share Harrogate's 
adventurous spir.t. Some time ago a tunny 
was offered vainly for sale at Croydon, but. 
when transferred to Soho, was purchased 
eagerly by the foreign denizens of that 
quarter. Education, however, may estab- 
lish a British taste for tunny, and some of 
the larger firms in the fishing industry are 
willing to assist the campaign. In these 
islands, with their hidebound traditions of 
the table, innovation is always admirable. 
The fate of the English effort to “ push ”’ 
tunny will have much interest for the new 
Irish Fisheries’ Association, which is 
engaged on a cognate task.

An Aspect of Prohibition. 


The American people rage more and 
more tumultuously against prohibition. 
They have ceased, it is true, to demand 
repeal of the Eighteenth Amendment, 
knowing well that the consent of two- 
thirds of the States is necessary for repeal, 
and that this consent will not be granted. 
The present policy of the ‘‘ wets’’ is to 
secure a change in the definition of 
spirituous liquors. Under the Eighteenth 
Amendment Congress has power to de- 
termine the nature of intoxicating liquor. 
At present any liquor that contains more 
than 13 per cent. of alcohol is so defined, 
but several bills, which will be introduced 
shortly, propose to raise the limit to 4 per 
cent. This move would legalise the sale of 
light wine and beers, and a statement sup- 
porting it has been made by a committee 
of the powerful American Federation ol 
Labour, whose strength, added to the “wet” 
cause, will create a really powerful opposi- 
tion. While the battle rages the ‘‘ wets ”’ 
derive an inspiring catchword from the 
arguments of Mr. James M. Beck, a 
member of Congress and an authority on 
the constitutional law of the United 
States. Mr. Beck declares that there is 
no reason why Congress should not declare 
light wines and malted liquors non- 
intoxicating in fact, and should not pro- 
ceed to impose a heavy excise duty on 
these luxuries. By such means, he says, 
the Exchequer would benefit to the extent 
of no less than £100,000,000 in tax alone, 
and to this sum must be added the colossal 
saving of money that is spent in the en- 
forcement of prohibition. Mr. Hecxs 
arguments will strengthen the increasing 
demand that wine and -beer shail be 
sanctioned as a means to solve the problem 
of over-production of cereals.

allowed to charge did not cover the cost of 
repairs which he had to do. There mav be 
many such, but, on the other hand, there is 
ample evidence that extortionate rents are 
being charged for very bad rooms. Tenants 
who have, as many do. occupied the same 
rooms since before the War, being protected 
by the law, still pay reasonable rents, while 
their neighbours, being comparative new- 
comers, are charged as much as the landlord 
can get out of people. who often have no 
choice but to accept. If they bargain, others 
Im equal straits will seize the chance.

THE IMMEDIATE 
TASK. 


-- 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states :—The main fact which emerges from 
two days’ debate in the House of Commons 
is, that the country is ruled by a majority 
Government, capable of carrying through, 
without tactical halts or retreats, the task 
to which it has set its hand. It is true, 
as all the leaders and many of the most 
prominent supporters of the new Govern- 
ment insisted during the debate, that the 
majority is, at the moment, guaranteed 
only for a specific purpose—the balancing 
of the Budget by retrenchment and by 
such fresh taxation as retrenchment 1s 
insufficient to avert. But if insistence 
upon limited objectives was general, so 
also was the admission that the attain- 
ment of those objectives would be only a 
tentative, though an _ essential, step 
towards escaping from those difficulties 
which called a National Government into 
existence. 

The difficulties consist in the lack of 
confidence that this country can mair >in 
its financial, economic and commercial 
position. The lack of confidence has 
been caused by the facts—which i: would 
have been suicidal, even if it were possible 
to conceal—that the British Budget was 
insolvent, and that the balance of British 
trade had passed from credit to del.t. 
The result of the lack of confidence was 
the flight of capital from sterling, whether 
in the way of the withdrawal of foreign 
balances or of the transfer of British 
capital from sterling to other currencies, 
and this process was assisted by fears in 
other countries, whose budgetary position 
was no more stable than our own, fears 
which have induced foreign banks to buil? 
up their cash reserves to meet the possible 
demands of potentially nervous depositors, 
and for that. purpose to withdraw their 
balances from London. 


A FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


The reversal of the process has not been 
completed merely by the formation of a 
National Government, determined without 
the shadow of a doubt to balance the 
Budget on reassuring principles, and the 
reason is not far to seek. In the first 
place, Mr. Henderson and his friends of 
the new Opposition, though they cannot 
prevent the balancing of this year’s 
Budget upon such _ principles, have 
robbed this Parliament of the power 
to give any guarantee tha the 
honesty to be restored to the 
national finances will endure for anv 
reasonable period. The decision of the 
Socialist Party uncompromisingly to 
oppose the Supplementary Budget means 
that the national policy which it embodi»s 
will have to fight for its life at home, 
and for its effect both at home and abroad. 

That decision is, for every reason, 
regrettable, but there is some compensa 
tion for the fact that the new Socialist 
leaders ont of their own mouths, have 
proved it to be incomprehensible. None of 
them dared to advance in the House of 
Commons the fable of the “ hankers’ 
plot.”’ All of them admitted that the 
emergency was genuine, and revealed that 
they themselves had been committed to 
very substantial retrenchment; but what 
they admitted in their speeches they deny 
in their policy.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

With tears in his eyes Gar Wood this 
morning attempted to refute the many 
accusations of his countrymen regarding 
his tactics in the Harmsworth Trophy 
race. His case was that he was misunder- 
stood. 

I’ve been racing for years, and I’ve done 
my best to carry the Stars and Stripes in 
our boat in a sportsmanlike manner. I 
do not know how this misunderstandin 
occurred, nor how it can be rectified. 
have just spoken to London, and they 
don’t seem to understand at all what ha 
pened here. It seems that no amount of 
explanation will get it straightened out.”’ 

Gar Wood then broke down, and, In 
tremulous voice, whispered, “ I can’t talk 
any more.”’ 

He recovered after some minutes and 
added: ‘‘ The only thing I had in mind 
was to beat Don over the starting-line. I 
had riddén in Don's wash for thirty miles 
on Sunday, and I knew what it was like. 


‘UNFORTUNATE MIX-UP.” 


“I felt that if I got away first I had 
a chance to keep the lead, and I instructed 
my mechanic to watch Don and beat him 
over the line at all costs. It was our 
determination that he shouldn’t get it that 
caused this unfortunate mix-up.’’

CATHOLIC BAN ON 
NAZIS. 


DEPUTY REFUSED CHURCH 
BURIA Lu. 


Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Mainz has 
refused church burial for a Reichstag Deputy, 
the late Herr Gemeinder, a National Socialist 
(Nazi), who recently died from heart failure 
after addressing a political meeting. 

In a statement of the reasons the Vicar- 
General for the diocese says that the German 
Roman Catholic Bishops have unanimously 
‘‘condemned National Socialism as heresy,’ 
because its programme contains passages con- 
trary to Catholic doctrine. No Catholic, 
therefore, may become a registered member 
of the party, and no Catholic joining it can 
be given church burial, unless S repents his 
disobedience before death. 

“ This law,’ says the statement, ‘ applies 
to every Catholic, be he prince or beggar, 
rich or poor, deputy. or ordinary citizen. As 
there was no ground for leniency in the pre- 
sert case the full severity of the law had to 
be applied.

TO-DAY’S BUDGET. 


HOW DEFICIT MAY 
10 BE: MET. 


POSSIBLE SOURCES OF 
TAXATION, 


——* 


HE Press Association’s Lobby Corre- 
spondent states that when Mr. 
Snowden introduces his Budget in the 
House of Commons this afternoon he 1s 
expected to review the financial situation 
in its relation both to the current financial 
year and the new financial year which 
will begin next April. 

The introduction of an Economy Bill, 
which enables reductions of expenditure 
to be made by the expditious method of 
Orders-in-Council is regarded as a clear 
indication that the Chancellor hopes te 
secure savings during the present financial 
year, five months of which have already 
elapsed. 


SPREADING THE DEFICIT. 


Tt is suggested that his immediate 
problem is to prevent a deficit, estimated 
at from fifty to sixty millions, from 
accruing on the current year’s Budget. He 
has also another problem, and that js to 
meet a situation described by the May 
Committee s report,.in which a prospective 
deficit of about 2120,000,000 was estimated 
for next year's Budget. His. speech will, 
therefore, unfold a plan for meeting the 
financial needs of both Budget years by an 
equitable scheme of economies and taxa- 
tion. | 


PROBLEM OF ECONOMY. 


» The amount of additional tax revenue 
which must be raised in the next seven 
months depends on the extent. to which 
economies can be made effective in reduc- 
ing the estimated expenditure for the 
current financial year. It is doubted 
whether Mr. Snowden can, by immediate 
econonues, reduce the current year’s ex- 
penditure by more than £20,000,000, which 
would leave from £30,000,000 to £40,000,000 
to be raised in additional taxation by the 
end of next March. 


WHAT MAY BE TAXED. 


Not until the financial year 1932-33 can 
the full effect of the economy proposals be 
felt in reducing Budget expenditure. 

Increases in the beer, tobacco and petrol 
taxes are regarded as certain, and income 
tax abatements and allowances are ex- 
pected to be reduced ; but it is not believed 
that any change will be made in the 
standard rate of income tax, which at 
present is 4s, 6d. in the pound, 

There is a good deal of nervousness 
about the super-tax scales. It is thought 
in many quarters that the Chancellor may 
create a new class of super-taxpayer by 
lowering the limit at which the tax 
becomes operative. The entertainment 
duty scales are expected to be revised. 

The fact that the Chancellor has need of 
many more millions of tax revenue en- 
courages the belief that the new burdens 
will be spread over many of the existing 
taxes.

OPPOSITION TO PROPOSED 
REDUCTIONS, 


Over a thousand members of the Man- 
chester Teachers’ Association of the National 
Union of Teachers yesterday, at Manehest~r, 
passed two resolutions dealing with what 
were described as “threatened drastic cuis” 
in teachers’ salaries. 

The first declared emphatic opposition to 
any proposals which would impair the 
eficiency of the national system of education, 
and, while accepting the principle of equality 
of sacrifice, protested against teachers being 
called upon to bear unjust and inequitable 
salary cuts, in addition to the common 
burdens of citizenship. 

The second resolution pledged support to 
the Executive in any action it might take 
for resisting the threatened cuts in teachers’ 
Salaries. 

In proposing this resoiution, Mr. A. E. 
Buckland, President of the Manchester Head 
Teachers’ Association, said -—‘‘ We ought to 
be prepared to go out of school to-morrow if 
need be.”

STRANGE CASE OF 
CHILD'S DEATH.

REVIVED AFTER FORTY 
MINUTES. 


The case of a child collapsing under an 
angsthetic for a minor operation, and being 
technically dead for forty minutes before 
being revived to live another twelve hours, 
was before the Portsmouth Coroner yester- 
day. i 

Lhe child was Edward William (Cook (7), 
son of an able seaman, of North End, Ports- 
mouth. 

it was stated that the child was taken to 
St. Mary's Hospital, Portsmouth, for a small 
operation. 

Dr. J. E. Myers, who conducted the opera- 
tion, said that he noticed that just as he 
had completed it the child had ceased to 
breathe. 

Dr. Myers told the Coroner that he imme- 
diately commenced respiration, and adminis- 
tered a restorative into the heart muscle, but 
without avail. 

Dr. Macpherson, medical superintendent, 
said that he then decided to open the walls 
of the abdomen and diaphragm and massage 
the heart, and after a few minutes ot 
massage the heart began to pulsate rapidly 
and strongly. Respiration was resumed and 
the child’s breathing became regular. 

The child recovered sufficiently to be 
removed from the operating theatre to a ward 
where it died 124 hours afterwards. 

A postemortem examination showed an en- 
larged thymus gland of the neek which would 
help to produce heart failure under an 
augesthetic, a factor contributing the 
death. 

Death was due to status lymphaticus 
accelerated by the angsthetie and by post 
operative shock from measures taken to 
restore life. | 

The doctor said that the child was actually 
“dead " forty minutes and recovered suffi- 
cieutly to recognise its mother. 

A verdict of death from misadventure was 
recorded.

By A SPkKCIAL COnRRESPONDENT, 
HERE are several hundred girls and men 
a. in Dublin waiting dailv in the 
restaurants and hotels on thousands of 
business people at breakfast, lunch and tea, 
and, notwithstanding the arduousness of theif 
task, they are cheerful with all their patrons, 
even the most eccentric.

Snowdaen’s Kudget statement, and the Con- 
gress financial debate will be adjourned at 
lunch time until to-morrow, so that deiegates 
may know the extent of the Government's 
plans. A lively discussion is expected, 


A DEPUTATION. 


While fraternal delegates were addressing 
the Congress yesterday on labour problems 
in other countries there was some excitement 
ontside the hall, where a deputation «f un 
e yed marchers was refused admittance. 

Congress had decided that no useful pur- 
pase would be served by receiving the depu- 
tation, ; 

Headed by Mr. Walter Hannington, the 
deputation attempted to push past the 
stewards, and in the scruffle Mr. Hanning- 
ton was kicked in the ferehead, 

The police arrived, and the 
quickly ended. The deputation was 
shepherded back to the main body of 
marchers in an adjoining street. The entire 
group were then conducted to another part 
of the city. 

Congress rose at lunch-time yesterday. and 
delegates spent the rest of the day sight- 
seeing. 

The M.P.’s who returned te London on 
Tuesday for last night’s division were back 
again yesterday, and they propose now to re- 
main until the end of the Congress, unless a 
sudden emergency arises. 

It was announced when Congress opened 
yesterday that after Mr. Henderson's state- 
ment the Congress will proceed to discuss 
the economic section of the General Council's 
report, and any resolutions connected with 
it. This will afford Congress an opportunity 
of debating the Budget statement. _ 

During the session a small deputation from 
the Month Wales unemployed merchers, 
headed by Mr. Wal. Hannington, made a 
formal request to be received. 

They were not admitted by the stewards, 
and it was understood that the General 
Council had decided that the request could 
not be granted. 

The main body of the marchers, with 
banners, was held up by the police in an 
adjoining street, and special precautions 
were taken to prevent a rush on the hail. 
Laier, when. the deputation received official 
intimation that it could not be received, one 
of its members shouted: ' 1 am going in.” 

An attempt wes then made to rush the 
doors. ‘The. stewards intervened, and there 
was a scuffle. outside the main doors. Police- 
men rushed up, blows were exchanged, and 
ia the scuffle Mr. Hannington fell and 
received an injury on the forehead. 

The deputation was afterwards conducted 
from the hall by the police, and rejoined the 
main body of marchers, to whom it reported 
the refusal to admit them. 


WOMAN LEADER. 


In the scuffle outside the Congress Hall 
one of the women members of the deputation 
was a prominent figure. She seized a steward 
around the neck and had to be dragged away. 
Later the main body of marchers was dis- 
persed by the police and conducted to another 
part of the city. No further _ incidents 
occurred, and Congress proceeded without 
interruption. 

Congress was addressed in French by Mons. 
L. Jouhaux, on behalf of the Internationa! 
Federation of Trade Unions. 

The speech was subsequently translated. 
He addressed a special appeal to American 
Labour, and said that the present crisis 
afforded an opportunity to merge their forces 
with the European and British movement, 
and establish a united front of Labour, where- 
by the economic difficulties with which they 
were confronted could be surmounted. 

The Chairman, Mr. Hayday. said that they 
had had messages from labour in all parts 
of the world. If common-sense did not bring 
them together he was certain that circum- 
stances would do so 

Gold watches and badges were presented to 
the visiting delegates. and the Congress 
adjourned until to-day.

CONSPIRACY TO MURDER 
PUNJAB GOVERNOR. 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

LAHORE, Wednesday. 

Death sentences were passed to-day by 
Mr. Gordon Walker, the Sessions Judge, 
on Durga Dass, Ranbir Singh, and Chaman 
Lal, who were charged in connection with 
the attempt on the life of Sir Geoffrey de 
Montmorency, the Governor of the Punjab, 
on December 23, 1930. 

The three men were accused of conspir- 
ing with and abetting Hari Kishen, who 
actually’ fired the shots and was duly 
executed on June 9. Last Sunday two of 
the assessors found all three accused not 
guilty on both charges. The other two 
assessors held that Chaman Lal, who is a 
cousin of Hari Kishen, was guilty of abet- 
ment. 

Four shots were fired at Sir Geoffrey 
while he was attending convocation in the 
Senate Hall of Lahore baoise, He was 
wounded by two of the shots in the arm 
and in the back. A lady doctor and two
